Frederick, Md., April 25, - General 
Coxey returned to the connnoiiweal 
nrmy yostt'iday and was ri ( rivi il with 
cheeiH on tlm \ cry H\ ot wlitrt; st<)o<l this 
house of old harbiira Fritchio. Mr. 
Coxey was well pleased with the result 
of his New York expedition. He said 
th»t the trun^ line roods hud not yet de- 
cided whether or not they would give 
reduced rates to Washington on May 1. 
There was to l,e ii siit cial nieeting ot tho 
trunk line nianat^eis, he tiaiil, and their 
decision wou d be telegraphed hini. 

In couimtnting on the manifesto of 
the dihtrict tX)niiuit8ionei'8, Mr. Coxey 
said that it Wiw just what might be ex- 
pected under the crcumstauces, there 
was no need of any preparatory procla- 
mations by the district authorities as to 
the order they were going to preservi; 
and the whole thing was the same sort 
of bluster that had ueen made by Mayor 
Fleming of Frederick, when ho dec lareil 
that the commonweal sliouid never p.i- 
rade in Ids town and then allowed the 
procession directly under the noiee of tto 
deputy aherttfs. 

While in New York Mr. Coxev said 
be bad been offered the nse of Woodly 
jMtrk, outside of Washington, as a cump 
ground tor the army. This is one of the 
mort beautiful of the ■ubnrban real 
estate divisions about Washington, with 
good roads, wood, grass, and dose to 
Rock creek, and an abundant water 
supply. The offer was made by Mrs. 
H. P. Maggaman, one of the owners of 
tfaa tract whom Mr. Cozey had met at 
Tattersalls during the horse sales. The 
offer has not yet been accepted, but a 
conference between Browne and Coxqr 
uu the subject will he held. 

It waa decided at a late meeting be- 
tween Cozey and Browne to hold the 
( ' iinmonweaJ in camp at the base ball 
park, where they are very well provided 
tor, and moTe for Hyattsville m Thurs- 
day. 

The commonweal army is orowing, 

ne.^riy uOO men marched out ot Camp 
Daniel lioone yesterday. They were 
joined by stragglers along the road, and 
In Frederick tEwfonnd another party 
of 85 men under Windy White, the old 
trumpeter diac^arged at Williamatmrt 
last week. White was taken back into 
the fold and the leeruits were acototed 
and enrolled. The party of ,85 will be 
Bent around by the old route of Rldge- 
ville, Damascus and LaytonsTille, which 
was to iiave been traveled by the main 
bo<lv on their march. 

Last night Browne and Cosey ad- 
dresseii a large meeting in Junior hall, 
deferring to the wish oi Mayor Plemini? 
that tliey should not hold a meeting on 
the 8tiei4, as he had relented concerning 
his tleteruiination not to allow the army 
to come into t'.iwn at all.

GUARDING TH E MONEY. 

Traaiury Ufilclali* Order a New Supply of 
Firenriiiit. 

Washwoton. April 25.— The treasury 
officials, while disclaiming any fears of 

trouble on ac count of the presence of 
the crowds inciih nt to the coining of 
('oxey's army, liave talun the piecaii- 
tion ot addin,;^ •).) carbines and 'M r. voiv- 
ers to the tieiusury's .^iupply ot aims. 

The normal stn-ngth of the war torco 
oi the treasury is .0 men, divided into 
two reliffs. Jn addition to two or three 
dozen i. volyi'is, there has always Ixieu 
85 earbiut s in tlm racks in thr office of 
the captain of the watch, suffici. iit to 
supply one to each watchman on duty. 
It has been thougiit best, however, to 
increase the supply in view of the 
crowds of haiiger.s-oii of Coxi y's army 
that are expwtod to arrive in the city 
during the coming week. 

The captain of the treasury gnard.s, ii 
local military organization, comp sed 
entirelv of clerks in the lr< asury depart- 
ment, has informed the captain of the 
watch force that, in cawe of trouble at 
any hour of the day or night, he could 
have every man in liis command at the 
treasury building iii-sule of 45 minute.s. 
He stated that his men were well drilled 
in the use of arms and hence could do 
much wore effective work than civilians. 
He aeked to be notified if there was at 
any time any avpr. heiisiou of trouble.

LmNOSTON, Hon., April 85.— Sheriff 
Conrow received a dispaton from Helena 
attorneys for the Northern Padflo in- 
structing him to arrest Oaneral Uogan 
on the cnargo of the larceny of a North- 
ern Pacific train, and a warrant waa 
sworn out by the company's local at- 
torney.

Three pita were not represented at yes- 
terday's meeting and effurts will be made 
to bring these men Into line. The strik- 
ers claim that this new move wdl tie up 
the West Pennsylvania railroad entirely 
within two or three days, and aa the 
Pennsylvania main line nrom Altoona 
east depend) for coal supply on these 
pits, the 8itn.'ition may become embar- 
rasdng for tue whole Pennsylvania sys- 
tem east 

On the other hand, the oneratois say 
they have coal enough on sidmgs to keep 
them snppUsd as Icmg as the strike may 
last 

Elsewhere in this district the situation 
remains nu' hanged, with both sides 
watchful at every point. The coke re- 
gion is coniiftg mto line with the strik- 
ers, and tho men claim that the whole 
region will soon be out. 

WORKING MI NERS ~AS8AULTgD. 

Bltumlnooa Men Angry With the lilut-k 
Men For Nut Coming Out. 

liKvzii.. Ind., April 'J"").- Feeling on 
the port of the bituminous miners 
towaid the block men is running at 
high tide, and at pluoes manifested in 
overt acts of reproach and retaliation 
over the decision of the blo(dc men not 
to come ont last Saturday. 

As the block men at tne mines out on 
Otter creek who live here, were return- 
ing home from work on the Chicago and 
Indiana Coal local train, the train was 
assaulted by the striking butuminous 
men at the Coal Bluff crossing of the 
Indianapolis and St Louis road, who 
hurled stones, tin cans and clubs at 
them, denouncing them vigorously ds 
*'scabs" and "blacklegs.' In the morn- 
ing, as they went out to work, their 
train was again assaulted in the same 
way, the bituminoua men's wiTSS Join- 
ing tlioin in the rabble. 

AU Out In Illlnol*. 
Danviluc, Ills., April 25. —The miners 
of the various country and strip banks 
have decided to join uw strike. Nearly 
8,000 mhners near Danville field are now 
ont. The last coal train went over t' * 
Chicago and Eastern Illinais Tuesday 
night. The miners at Tilton, near here, 
vml not permit the Wabash engines to 
coal there. This outs off the com of tha 
Wabash road for three divisions. 

STRIKERS ATTACKID. 

A Small Sl/.<'il niot Orcur* in CIovelaiKl 
<lv«'r Laliur Troul)!.-',. 

Cleveland, April 25. For two weeks 
the strike at the Standard foundry has 
been maintained with a small corps of 
men working and sleeping inside the 
buildings and a guard of the strikers 
watching for them outside. Late yes- 
terday afternoon three of the workmen 
left the foundry to make purchases and 
were surrounded and jewed at by the 
strikers. 

One of the three, John Dombsowsld, 

drew his revolver and shot into the 
ground. The strikers rushed upon them 
and the police arrested Dombrowski to 
save him. The other two escaped. 
Lati'r Dombrowski was bailed by Fore- 
man Heigho of the foundry, and they 
were Koing back to the works, when the 
strikers attacked them with stones. 
Both men were rescued by the polioe, 
with their heads badly cut. 

WAR ON FOR EIQNER&

About 
lUD Italians employed on paving and 
sewer contraota were set upon by a mob 
of 4oti or 5.M) men yesterday aitemoon 
and driven from their work.

Pari of the Italians were put to 
work unloading I'.irs. but the inoh fol- 
lowed them up aii<l drove them otl. 'i'he 
contractors declare that they will em- 
ploy the Italians^imdtomble is feared.

St. Paul, April 25.— The general con- 
ference of the «ireat Northern men con- 
cluded their meeting, but wrill give out 
nothing as to the decision reached. They 
say they have deeded what to do, that 
they are unanimous and they will an- 
nounce their intentions after they have 
oommnnicated with President HiU.

Seventeen Year Locusts Never Break 
an Engagement and May Be 
Bspaoted ThliT«*r. 

"Whatever may be aaid against the 
seventeen-year loeost he never breaks 

an engagement," says the Lonisville 
Commercial. "Promptly upon tiie sev- 
enteenth anniversary of hia last visit he 
arrives with his entire troupe and opens 
up for business. This year ho is to be 
here again, so the entomologists say, and 
the woods will resound with his harsh 
clamor. The advance guard of his army 
may be expected during the last diys of 
May. It will be in full force about the 
middle of June and will gradually di- 
minish toward the middleoC the Mloir* 
ing month." 

''No alarm need be occasioned," adds 
the Commercial, "by the coming of these 
rare visitors. The injury that they cause 
is mainly confined to their-elitthig the 
smaller twigs of trees in rows of borings 
of several inches in extent. The slits 
are placed at near intervals, and are cov- 
ered with pencils of fine tom-up fibers, 
which serve as a covering or protection 
to the eggs, from ten to twenty being de- 
posited beneath them. The harm to our 
fruit trees seldom amounts to more than 
a moderate shortening-in of thebranchos. 
It nurseries and In young orchards trees 
are occasionally kHled by the attack. 

"In the train of the locusts w ill come 
swarms of feathered hunters who will find 
in them a dainty edible and make their 
lives one merry succession of aerial 
twistinga and^ turnings. Kingbirds, 
bluejays, fly catchers, and even the 
smaller thrushes and the smaller hawks, 
forsaking all else, will cleave unto the 
imfortunate harvest fly and grow fat 
upon his remains. If he grows weary in 
attempting to outstrip his feathered 
enemies in flight, and seeks refuge be- 
neath a sheltering branch, he falls a prey 
to the vigilant squirrel or chipmunk, 
who finds him a toothsome morsel. 
Under any tree in the still, sunny days 
of the summer months you may find 
little heai>s of yellow-ribbed gauze wings, 
testifying to the tragedy of the cicades 
who escaped the attacks of 'feathered 
foes only to fall victims to their fnrred 
enemy of the rodent species. 

('One man will there be who will re- 
joice at the advent of the seventeen-year 
harvest fly, and that is tiie fisherman. 
When all other baits fail, the larva of 
the seventeen-year locust will tempt the 
wariest fish to the hook. It is not the 
full-fledged insect, however, that avails 
here, but the larva at the roots of trees, 
getting ready to emerge from his sixteen 
years of nndergrouml existence and 
burst into the glory of gauzy wings and 
a more or less musical whir. Trout, 
black bass, rock liass, iierch, pickerel, 
and even bullheads will turn aside in dis- 
dain from fly, minnow, worm or crawfish 
and eagerly grab at the larva of the 

locust."

For tne Farmer. 

In an editorial in the Southern States, 
baaed on recent census reports, it is 
ahown that the increase from 1880 to 
1890 in the value ot farm assets was at 
the rate of 37 per cent, for the South, and 
30 per centvlbr the rest of the country. 
The South, having h as than one-fourth 
as much invested in agriculture as the 
rest of the country, produced in 1890 
nearly half as much in the value of its 
product as the rest of the country. Of 
the increase in the value of farm prod- 
ucts from l^J^O to 1800 in the United 
SUtes, 43 per cent, of the whole waa in 
the South. 

Dr. Ed. Ayer, now a resident of Owons- 
boro, says tliat he cleared in 1892, off of 
two acres of tomatoes, near Lewisport, 
$180. This was exclusive of ground rent, 
preparation and tho expense of carrying 
them quite a little distance, and besides 
he says that more than one-third of his 
crop rotted on his hands. He further 
states that with the proper kind of 
ground, within four miles of the city of 
Owensboro, he could make at least $150 
per acre raising tomatoes at the price 
paid by the canning factory, which is 20 
cents per bushel.
